Dear  Co-workers: 

The  leaders'  sessions  at  the  1964  National  4-H  Conference  focused  on  the 
opportunities  to  extend  4-H  Club  work  to  an  increasing  number  of  boys  and 
girls  in  rural  disadvantaged  families.  The  majority  returned  to  their 
homes  resolved  that  we  can  and  we  must  do  more. 

In  support  of  that  idea^  the  Federal  Extension  Service  has  made  a con- 
tractual arrangement  with  the  University  of  Arkansas  to  do  some  special 
work  in  this  field.  A cooperative  agreement  has  been  made  for  developing 
and  testing  4-H  projects,  subject  matter  materials,  program  methods,  types 
of  leadership  in  educational  programs  with  youth  9 4o  I9  years  of  age  from 
disadvantaged  families. 

All  States  will  be  invited  to  share  ideas  and  will  be  kept  informed  as 
materials  are  developed  and  tested. 

EXPANDING  4-H 


It  would  be  helpful  to  know  of  ways  you  are  utilizing  the  4-H  Week  Kits 
made  available  for  you  to  distribute  to  counties  to  aid  their  planning, 
or  of  special  plans  you  are  developing. 

Michigan  has  a dynamic  "On  Target"  membership  drive  which  was  planned  with 
a committee  of  county  Extension  agents.  State  staff  members  and  selected 
people  from  the  public  relations  department  of  several  large  industries 
as  consultants.  They  have  developed  a membership  drive  handbook,  a set 
of  slides  and  tape  entitled  "This  Is  4-H"  for  adults  and  youth  and  "On 
Target  With  Irv"  slide  set  and  tape  which  is  designed  to  help  motivate 
groups  to  support  the  drive,  and  two  very  attractive  posters- -one  large, 
size  28"  X 42"  and  one  11"  x l4".  Also  they  have  secured  the  permission 
of  astronaut  and  former  4-H  member.  Commander  Alan  Shepard,  the  first 
American  to  reach  outer  space,  to  be  pictured  on  a special  promotion 
brochure  called  4-H  in  the  Space  Age. 

Russ  Mawby  gives  William  E.  Tedrick  and  Joe  Waterson  much  credit  for  the 
development  of  this  membership  drive.  Michigan  is  offering  each  State  a 
sample  of  the  posters  and  other  printed  material,  and  gives  any  State  full 
clearance  to  use  it  as  they  see  fit  at  the  State  level 
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Tennessee  is  duplicating  for  wide  use  the  summary^  "Expanding  the  Oppor- 
tunities of  4-H  Kemhership";,  worked  out  by  Fern  Kelley  and  Laurel  Sabrosky^ 
with  Dr.  Burton  Kreitlow. 

About  10  States  are  being  invited  to  test  out  a proposed  plan  of  cooperation 
with  J.  C.  Penney  stores^  involving  an  expanded  program  of  window  displays 
and  an  educational  program  for  leaders. 

Based  on  inquiries  made  to  several  of  the  FES  staffs  we  have  suggested  Ted 
Hutchcroft  consider  one  more  printing  of  the  Report-to-the-Nation  brochure. 
Both  States  and  counties  plan  to  make  wide  use  of  it  for  reporting  oppor- 
tunities during  National  ^-H  Week.  Ted  will  be  writing  State  Leaders  about 
additional  copies. 

TRENDS  AND  STATISTICS  RELATED  TO  YOUTH 


One  copy  per  State  is  available  of  a new  resource  booklet_,  the  first  in  a 
series^  presenting  trends  and  statistics  related  to  youth.  This  booklet^ 
"Planning  County  Youth  Programs";,  has  been  prepared  by  the  Minnesota  4-H 
staff  as  a useful  guide  in  long  range  planning  for  RAD  development  com- 
mittees^ county  4-H  councils  or  federations;,  and  youth  committees  of  other 
civic  or  educational  organizations.  If  your  State  has  similar  resource 
booklets  we  would  be  interested  in  receiving  copies.  Specific  resource 
material  is  essential  if  counties  are  to  do  an  effective  job  of  long  range 
planning  in  4-H  and  youth  development.  This  will  add  factual  material  to 
accompany  discussion  guides  such  as  the  ones  sent  with  IDEAS  sometime  ago, 
Broader  Horizons  No.  h,  "Discussion  Guide  for  Use  by  Youth  Development 
Committees . " 

CAREER  EXPLORATION  REPORT 

The  1963,  FES  21,  statistical  report,  showed  substantial  Extension  efforts 
in  career  exploration  and  youth  employment.  Item  65 -w,  "Career  Exploration", 
showed  that  during  I963  a total  of  65,028  youth  in  1,224  counties  participated 
in  Extension-developed,  largely  4-H,  career  exploration  programs.  This  was 
an  important  part  of  the  total  effort  reported  in  Item  43,  "Manpower  develop- 
ment, employment  information"  in  1,575  counties.  This  is  the  first  annual 
statistical  summary  that  reflects  the  scale  of  the  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  effort  and  outreach  in  this  important  area. 

"DEBITS  - CREDITS  - AND  ME" 


Over  100  young  adults  from  seven  States  attended  the  Western  Regional  Young 
Adult  Conference,  June  5-7  at  Wayne  State  Teachers'  College,  Wayne,  Neb. 

The  conference  focus  this  year  was  wise  use  of  credit  and  how  to  build  this 
type  of  subject  matter  into  local  programming.  The  Western  Regional  Young 
Adult  Conference  this  year  was  the  l6th  consecutive  annual  conference.  The 
conference  rotates  to  a different  State  each  year  and  involves  young  adults 
from  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and 
Illinois.  The  I965  conference  will  be  held  June  II-I3  at  Bradley  College, 
Peoria,  111. 
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OHIO  4-h  camp  setting  for  r.y.u.s.a. 


The  district  4-H  Camp  in  northeast  Ohio,  Camp  Whitewood,  will  he  the  setting 
for  this  year's  National  R.Y.U.S.A.  Conference.  The  theme  is  "Effective 
Communication --Your  Avenues  for  Action"  and  dates  are  August  l6-20.  A copy 
of  the  preliminary  program  is  enclosed,  one  per  State.  This  intergroup 
conference  has  been  a source  of  young  adult  program  development  ideas  from 
its  early  days,  when  it  was  the  student  section  of  the  American  County  Life 
Association.  It  has  continued  so  during  its  l6  years  as  an  independent 
national  conference,  involving  young  adults  from  many  groups. 

SECCND  4-H  citizenship  LABCRATCRY 


Teams  of  4-H  memhers  from  nine  States  were  here  for  a special  two-week  4-H 
Citizenship  Education  Laboratory  (June  7-19) > National  4-H  Center.  The 
young  people  are  in  teams  from  representative  counties  in  their  home  States. 
They  have  been  selected  to  help  develop  citizenship  education  programs  in 
their  local  communities.  The  4-H'ers  are  from  Arizona,  Delaware,  Florida, 
Kansas,  Kentucky,  New  Hampshire,  Chio,  Texas,  and  West  Virginia. 

This  was  the  second  year  selected  States  have  been  invited  to  participate 
in  a 4-H  Citizenship  Education  Laboratory  conducted  by  the  National  4-H 
Club  Foundation. 

NATICNAL  CCNFERENCE  CN  CITIZENSHIP

Club  members  from  33  counties  will  be  at  the  Citizenship  Workshop^ 
July  12-I5.  This  will  mean  that  all  counties  will  now  have  had  a 
delegate  come  to  Washington  for  the  workshop  this  year  or  last. 
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KANSAS  - Journal  Honors  ^-H 

The  May  issue  of  the  Kansas  4-H  Journal  featured  a panoraica  of  h-E  work 
in  Kansas  over  ^0  years ^ using  a filmstrip  technique  for  the  cover. 
Articles  and  photographs  throughout  the  issue  showed  the  sound  hase  for 
modern  h-H  programs. 

KANSAS  - Vesper  Center

KENTUCKY  - Changing  Community 

"The  Changing  Kentucky  Community"  was  theme  of  the  Annual  4-H  Leadership 
Conference  for  some .900  4-H  members.  This  is  the  second  year  that  the 
annual  event  has  been  called  a leadership  conference.  Special  sessions 
were  planned  for  adult  leaders  separate  from  the  member  sessions. 

MASSACHUSETTS  - World's  Fair 

About  115  4-H  members  will  participate  in  the  New  England  States  Building 
at  the  World's  Fair  on  August  7.?  designated  as  "Massachusetts  4-H  Club 
Day."  Present  planning  is  to  feature  the  Middlesex  County  4-H  Band,  a 
dress  revue  of  15  to  20  girls,  folk  dancing  by  a 4-H  group,  and  a 
pageant  contrasting  present  day  living  with  early  colonial  times. 

MICHIGAN  - New  4-H  TV  Series 

A new  4-H  TV  Science  series,  similar  to  the  4-H  electrical  and  science 
series,  is  planned  for  production  this  summer.  The  series  will  feature 
10  programs,  "Today's  Decision. . .Tomorrow' s Action"  is  theme  of  the 
Michigan  State  4-H  Club  Week.  Featured  will  be  small  group  discussions, 
closed  circuit  TV,  and  a host  of  leading  authorities. 

MINNESOTA  - State  Study 

The  Western  Regional  4-H  Study  has  been  duplicated  in  Minnesota.  Also 
resulting  has  been  a great  deal  of  good  from  a series  of  regional  meetings 
where  Laurel  Sabrosky  discussed  the  results  of  both  studies. 

Minnesota  plans  to  use  the  revised  4-H  Home  Study  Course  for  4-H  leaders, 
developed  by  Marian  Larson  and  originally  planned  for  Alaska.  The  plan 
is  to  use  the  materials  on  a pilot  basis  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State . 

MISSISSIPPI  - Gift  for  the  Foundation 

The  President  of  the  State  Home  Demonstration  Council  presented  a $1,000 
check  to  the  State  4-H  Foundation,  further  evidence  of  the  councils 
wonderful  support.  With  the  check,  the  goal  of  $100,000  endowment  for 
the  State  4-H  Foundation  is  nearing  reality,  probably  will  be  in  sight 
within  the  year. 
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MISSISSIPPI  - 4-H  Alumni 

A reunion  for  pioneer  4-H  Club  alumni  who  were  members  between  190?  and 
1930  will  be  a July  ^ feature  during  the  annual  State  4-H  Club  Congress. 
Special  honors  are  planned  for  men  and  women  who  were  members  of  boys' 

Corn  Clubs  and  girls*  Tomato  Clubs  during  the  I907  to  1914  period. 

MOhTAIlA  - Recreation  Workshops 

More  than  200  persons  participated  in  five  recreation  conferences^  featuring 
"Recreation  and  Intergroup  Relationships."  An  attractive  conference 
summary  was  planned  to  provide  materials  for  participants  to  use  in 
their  homes^  schools^  groups  and  organizations^  and  individually. 

NEVADA  - Citizenship-Leadership  Conference 

Leaders  in  all  youth  programs  between  I5  and  20  years  of  age  were  invited 
to  participate  in  the  Fourth  Annual  Citizenship-Leadership  Conference. 

The  program  is  designed  to  develop  informed^  participating^  young  citizens, 
alive  to  the  values  and  responsibilities  of  democracy. 

RHODE  ISLAND  - 4-H  TV  Series 

More  than  2,400  young  people  enrolled  in  the  4-H  Electric  Club  of  the 
series  telecast  from  a station  in  Providence.  Included  were  members  from 
parts  of  Massachusetts,  as  well  as  Rhode  Island.  An  electrical  display 
was  a climax  feature  held  at  a large  school  in  Providence. 

TENNESSEE  - Innovations 

Pictures  of  historic  landmarks  from  each  county  were  one  of  the  "firsts" 
at  this  year's  4-H  Club  Congress.  Another  was  the  flag-raising  ceremony 
in  front  of  the  Capitol,  where  both  the  American  flag  and  the  4-H  flag 
flew  over  the  Capitol  during  the  entire  time  of  the  Congress.  A group 
of  4-H'  ers  from  Hamilton  County  led  a special  citizenship  discussion. 

They  had  participated  in  the  first  National  4-H  Citizenship  Laboratory 
last  summer. 

VffiST  VIRGINIA  - Science  Camps 

A pilot  program  of  two  County  Youth  Science  Camps  will  be  started  for 
about  50  to  75  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grade  youth.  The  camps  will 
be  taught  by  persons  selected  for  interest,  enthusiasm,  and  knowledge 
of  scientific  subjects.  The  camps  are  an  outreach  function  of  the 
West  Virginia  Appalachian  Center,  utilizing  the  resources  of  the  university. 

SOUTHERN  STATES  - Exploring  Resources 

Seven  States  in  the  T.V.A.  area  participated  in  a Resource  Development 
Conference  at  Fontana,  N.  C.  Young  people  studied  the  natural  resources 
of  atmosphere,  soil,  minerals,  wildlife,  forestry,  water,  and  human. 

This  is  an  annual  opportunity  with  high  educational  potential.
